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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 44-68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Bornzin USPN 4,502,492 alone or 
further in view of White 4,360,031 , Barcel et al. USPN 5,014,720, or Nelson et al. USPN 
5,649,974. As pointed out in many previous office action Borzin teaches the essentials 
of the device. Including inner and outer electrodes. Applicant now recites a reflow weld 
an element that is unclear if it is structurally distinguishable from the weld that would be 
created in swagging as taught by Borzin. However, Nelson et al White and Barcel et al 
are all cited to show that such welding techniques were well known for attaching a ring 
electrode to a coil member. To have used such a welding technique on Borzin as 
opposed to crimping, which the secondary references recognize as alternatives, would 
have been obvious. Other elements have been documented in previous office actions 
and the examiner takes note that additional references applied once are still applicable 
but are recognized as well known in the art at this time.
